WashinRton, Feb. 8.—An amendment 


>f more than ordinary importance and 
ignltleance at this time \vas proposed 
n the senate Monday by Mr. Morgan of 
Jabuma. to the resolution offered a few 
ays ago by Mr. White of California. 
Mr. White's resolution declared that it 
vas the right of the people of Hawaii 
o maintain their own form of govern- 
ment and. the United States ought in 
no wise to interfere with it. Mr. Mor- 
gan's amendment, which provides dls- 
inctly for the annexation of the H:t- 
vaiian Islands, reads: "That tha repub- 
ic of Hawaii, established in and based 
upon its present constitution, is a right- 
ul government, and has been anil still 
8 recognised as such 'by the United 
States of 'America and by other great 
>owers without any question by any 
nation of it« rightful and sovereign in- 
lependence; and said constitution is the 
rue and recognized authority that fixes 
he measure and the distribution of the 
Ights and powers of government in that 
•epublic, while said constitution remains 
n force. 
,,'..* 


•ENATOB 


"That in conformity with the existing: 


constitution of the republic of Hawaii 
and so long as the same is In force, the 
jowers of government reside In and are 
o be exercised by the Incumbents of the 
departments, tribunals and officers cre- 
ated by said constitution and filled in 
pursuance of law, and the lawful.elec- 
tors under gald constitution who qualify 
AS such by taking the oath of allegiance 
prescribed therein are entitled to share 
n the government of Hawaii according 
:o the rights secured to them In said con- 
stitution and to the extent and In the 
manner therein provided so long as the 
same is In force, 


"And said government of the republic 


of Hawaii having, in due form, signified 
ts consent In the manner provided in 
ts constitution that the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands with all the territory appurtenant 
hereto, over which said government now 
claims to exercise sovereign jurisdiction, 
shall be annexed to and become a part 
of the territory of the United States of 
America and shall be subject to the 
latlonal power and sovereign jurisdic- 
tion thereof, It Is hereby enacted and de- 
clared that said cession is accepted, rati- 
fied and confirmed, and that said Ha- 
waiian Islands are annexed as a part 
of the territory of the United States of 
America and are subject to the sovereign 
dominion thereof."

LOVEIUNCTS AMENDMENT.

If the labor 
union element of the country one* be- 
comes aroused on this subject, as It Is 
quite easy to sen how ;t might, it would 
be entirely possible to secure a two- 
thirds vote in both houses of congress.
